EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
The Examiner for this current application at the USPTO has been changed. 
Examiner Jean-Louis can be reached at 571-270-3503. 

Applicant's amendments to the claims filed June 10, 2008 has been fully 
considered. In light of Applicant's amendments, claims 1, 6, and 8-16 are allowed and 
renumbered to claims 1-11. 

In light of the amendment of claims 1 and 1 6 and cancellation of claims 2-5 and 
7, the 112, first paragraph rejection is withdrawn. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 , 6, 
and 8-16 are drawn to a compound, a composition, and a method of treating 
schizophrenia comprising administering to a patient, a R(+)-2-amino-3- 
hydroxypropanoic acid derivative of formula III, or one of its pharmaceutically 
acceptable salts thereof. There is no prior art disclosing applicant's compounds, 
composition comprising the compounds of formula III, or the method of treatment 
utilizing the compounds of formula III disclosed in claims 1, 6, and 8-16. The closest art 
is Chiesi et al. (WO 98/03472, previously cited by applicant). Chiesi et al. teach alpha 
amino acid amides of the following formula, 
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where R' is hydrogen, R is an arylalkyl or phenylalkyl optionally substituted, R1 is 
optionally acylated C1-C4 hydroxyalkyl, and R2 is hydrogen and alkyl (see pg. 3, pg. 13, 
example 4C, and pg. 8, example 1 A). The aforementioned compounds fail to anticipate 
or render obvious applicant's invention as applicant's invention teach R' as hydrogen, R 
is phenyl (C2-C6) alkylene group and R2 is alkyl or hydrogen. While example 1A and 
4C provide similar structural formula, the proviso of applicant's invention prevents R 
from being hydrogen, alkyl and phenyl groups when R and R' are hydrogen. Since the 
present claims require R2 to be groups other than hydrogen, alkyl and non-substituted 
phenyl groups, and Chiesi et al. alone do not render obvious the compounds with the 
general formula of claim 8, claims 1,6, and 8-16 are therefore allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
